orable district attorney, and dis­ 
trict judge, whose duty it is to 
dispatch the business of the dis­ 
pel court iu such a way as to give 
'¿very man a speedy and impartial 
trial.

At h recent meeting of the City 
Council of Comanche a 
contract 
for street paving was let to Messrs. 
Levy & Levy of Dallas at the rate 
of $1.30 per aquare 
yard. 
The 
pavement will have a six-inch con­ 
crete or macadam base with a two- 
inch asphaltic concrete surface. 


Messrs Levy & Levy are said to 
be as well equipped as any con­ 
tractors in the state for this class 
of work. They have recently pav­ 
ed seven or eight miles of streets 
in the city of Temple, and this has 
been thoroughly examined by the 
City Council here who were well 
pleased with their work, which w as 
done by the same 
plan 
as 
is 
proposed for Comanche. 


The contractors here are p repar­ 
ed to give reasonable terms to any 
property owners W’ho desire time. 
The city proposes to pay for all in­ 
tersections and one-third the coat 


between streets. 
W ork will begin immediately, 
and depot street has been desig­ 
nated as the street on which w’ork 
will begin, extending 
from the 
courthouse square to the 
Frisco 
railroad. 


The Council is anxious to pave 
the public square and will do so 
as soon as satisfactory 
arrange­ 
ments can he made with the county 
and other property owners, who 
are directly concerned. 


W arrants in the sum of $20,000 
have been sold at par. which sum 
will be used as the city ’s part in 
paying for its part of the work. 
This work of the Council should 
receive 
unanimous 
endorsement 
of every citizen of Comanche and 
all should unite as one and help 
make Comanche’s streets as good 
as those, if not better, than other 
towns her size.

Every m anufactured article 
under the sun is at the highest point in a decade, 
and yet the raw material was purchased at 50 per 
centcent of normal prices. 
W hen Bethlehem steel 
was at its zenith the iron ore mines were shut down 
because there was no market for raw iron. 
The 
amount of raw paper material imported and p u r­ 
chased has varied less than 5 per cent yet “ the 
w a r” caused a rise in paper more than 100 pec *ent. 
Someone has made “ a killer ’ and it isn t the pro 
ducer or consumer.

ATTRACT1VE DRIVEW AYS ATTRACT 
PEUTIVE PURCHASERS 
Many owners of farm are finding it wise to 
make their eutrauce* attractive. 
It influences the 
prospective purchaser as well as a clean, neat per­ 
son does. 
In Farm & Fireside a writer discusses 
driveways and gates. 
He says; 
“ Another consideration is the city buyer. 
’ My 
farm lane and gateways will cost me about $200, 
the owner of a small farm remarked the other day, 
‘but 1 am expecting to make it a profitable invest­ 
ment nevertheless. 
He already had built two mas­ 
sive stone gale posts, setting the base ot the posts in, 
the ground. 
The stones were from tin* foundation 
of an old house lately moved, and required only a 
small amount of preparation. 
He showed me how 
he was going to lint* tin* driveways with an ever* 
green hedge. 
A cement sidewalk was t** In* laid be­ 
side it, and tin* roadway graded. 
“ ‘ It is all work I can easily do in my spare 
tim e,’ he explained, ‘and this is why I am going to 
all the trouble. 
In tin* first place it will make the 
farm attractive as long a.s 1 live* h*r**, and we shall 
all enjoy it. 
But here we are only about a mile 
from the present city limits and some man will he 
looking for just such a place as this. 
“ ‘He will he glad to pay extra f.or property 
which is as attractive and which has a prosperous 
looking approach. 
If 1 set out shrubbery and a 
small hedge now, it will hi* well established by the 
time 1 am ready to sell, and will save the purchaser 
several years of w aiting.’’ 


The council has put in much time on this matter 
of street paving. 
They have made personal exam ­ 
ination of many different classes of pavement and 
have had the advice of competent and disinterested 
engineers on the different classes. 
They have also 
gone carefully inlo the m atter of prices. 
In our 
judgm ent the pavement contracted for is best suit 
ed to our needs and conditions. 
It is classed as a 
permanent pavement, and we believe is as good as 
some of our cities are now paying $1.60 per square 
yard for. 
Our price is $1.30 per square yard. 


We believe that it is to the best interest of Co­ 
manche that this paving be done. 
Our town is just 
now in the balance. 
It is up to our citizenship 
whether we go forward or whether we stand still 
for a brief period and then settle into the rut. 
We

Cooking in tlu* hot kitchen is the bane of every 
housewife. 
Electricity has made it possible for one 
family of five, living in a modest cottage to give the 
housewife and also the hired girl a vacation from 
the sweltering atmosphere of the ordinary kitchen 
range. 
This family belongs to the middle class and is 
unable to afford the elaborate facilities tor house­ 
keeping found on an expensive summer estate. Its 
members decided, however, that they would not eat 
in the hot dining room adjoining the kitchen whef 
there were shady trees and cool breezes out ot 
doors. 
How to do this without extravagance was 
the problem, but the ever willing electric current 
came to tlu* rescue and solved it. 
A dining table was constructed of scrap lumber, 
covered with oil cloth and nailed to four equal lelig 
tbs of a tree trunk which served as legs.

ailing, so that, tlio igb perfect in form, 
they are soft and fragile. 
To remedy 
this d e fe ct 11 coat of shellac is applied 
and allowed to soak in. Then a second 
and third, and often more, are put on, 
u: til the sandstone, or matrix, and 
bone cease to take up shellac. As noon 
as the bone baa hardened strips of 
doth are dipped in flour paste and ad­ 
justed to make a firm bandage. When 
dried in this stage the whole is firm, 
enough to work around, and the adja­ 
cent rock is gently removed, leaving 
the specimen on somewhat of a pedes­ 
tal. 
Tlie preparation and the work of 
quarrying take three or more days of 
careful, patient work. Then finally the 
slab containing the bones and hard­ 
ened with shellac is wrapped In straw 
and shipped to the institution which 
Is to receive them. 
To take the bones 
from the slab and prepare them for 
mounting require all the patience and 
skill of a master mechanic. Very care­ 
fully, often with the finest of dental 
tools. It is necessary to dig away the 
sandstone covering the bones. 
The work becomes more delicate as 
the fragile bones appear. 
As soon as 
exposed to the air the pulverized mass 
Is given a coat of shellac, and this 
process is continued until it becomes 
firm and durable After the preparator 
bus the material in working shape he 
must add the missing parts, restoring 
them with plaster.

W ashington.—W hether the wage con- 
trover-y\ 
between tin* railways ami 
their engineers, conductors, tlreru«*u 
nud hrnkomeu is to he settled p eace­ 
ably <>r by a strike now seems to de 
perni largely on whnt nctlou congress 
will take on the proposal to refer the 
question to the Interstate commerce 
commission. 
The uational conference committee 
of the railways nt the recent confer 
ern e In New York with the train serv 
ice brotherhoods proposed settlement 
either by submission to the interstate 
commer«*e commission or by arbltra 
tion under the provisions of the New 
lands law. 
The br«)t herh<*od leaders promptly 
rejo»-te<l both proposals, not only <>b 
Jecting to the interstate commence 
commission r s an arbitrator, but ex 
pressing their «lefermiued opposition to 
the plan of arbitration provided by the 
law which they had helped to get en 
actid. 
To meet the objection that the inter 
state commerce commission now has 
no Jurisdiction over railway wages th«* 
committee representing the railway« 
proposed ‘‘that we jointly request con 
gross to tak«* such action as may be 
necessary t>• enable tit«* commission to

Upon the failure of the companies 
nud the labor organizations to reach an 
agreement the question was put up to 
congress In another form.

The subject of baby chick rais­ 
ing is one that should command 
the most careful consideration and 
study of every poultry man. 
It is 
the foundation of poultry success, 
for without strong healthy chicks 
that have been started 
right in 
life, the poultry man cannot expect 
to have tin* right kind of laying 
birds. 
Indifferent care, tlit* presence of 
lice or miles, chilling, poor feeding 
overcrowding and filth will soon 
bring on disease or cause the grow­ 
ing chick 
to 
become 
stunted. 
Ground lost at this time can never 
he recovered. 
First Feeding. 
Granting that baby chicks have 
been well hatched, the question of 
feeding then comes up. Much de­ 
pends upon the intelligent handl­ 
ing of this problem. 
After hatching the chicks should 
he disturbed as little as possible. 
Give them a good rest 
to 
gain 
strength, eitlm r under 
tin* 
old 
fowl or in the incubator or dark­ 
ened brooder. Don't give any food 
whatsoever for the first H hours, 
as the last process of hatching is 
¡the absorption of th«' yolk of the 
egg. This provides plenty of food 
for the chick for the first 48 hours 
and the addition of any food would 
seriously interfere with the work­ 
ings of tin* digestive organs. 
A 
few hours be fort* 
feeding, 
them some fine grit to pick at and 
a drink of water with the chill ta 
ken off. 
D on’t Give Baby Chicks Heavy 
Grain. 
For the first food it is very ad­ 
visable to secure a prepared baby 
chick food. This should he a star­ 
ting food and not a heavy grain. 
The advisability of these prepared 
starting foods is that they contain 
tin* necessary food elements that 
quickly build hone, flesh and fea­ 
thers. 
So iiih also contain ingre­ 
dients that help the delicate diges­ 
tive ora gits of the baby chicks and 
so help tii keep off the chick dis­ 
eases that usually are fatal. 
Oatmeal, rolled oats, 
cracked 
grain mixtures, johnny-cake.bread 
crumbs, hard 
boiled 
eggs, 
and 
grain mashes are used in various 
ways in feeding the baby ehiek. 
Whatever the feed used, be very 
careful about feeding too much. If 
a mash is fed, moisten it only 
slightly. Five or six feeds a day 
afe about right for the first two 
weeks. Never allow moist feed to 
lie about. Feed it in a clean way. 
After the first few days, a littl 
finely cracked grain can be sprin­ 
kled on the floor as this make» 
them work for a living. 
A little aniual food aids in tin 
rapid growth of the chick, Milk in 
its various forms is excellent foi 
them. 
Sour milk and butter milk 
are very good, but these are not 
needed of starting food with dry 
buttermilk in it is used. 
When 
feeding milk, do not switch from 
the sweet to the sour as this will 
cause digestive troubles. 
See That Food is Wholesome. 
Carefully examine all 
food to 
see that it is free from mould or 
bust, or the beef scrap from taint. 
Never feed anything that is in any 
wav spoiled. 
Carelessness about 
the feed may result in much dam* 
¡age ill a very short lime. 
Wheat bran (dry ) is often used 


j to it very* good advantage. Clucks 
may have access 
to

Keep Chicks Bright. 
Have them always on edge for 
their feed by not giving too much.

A 
little change of ration occasionally 
w ill be appreciated. Feed at regu­ 
lar hours and give the firts meal 
of the day as early as 
possible, 
give Keep fresh water, ehiek-grit, ehiek 
size ehareoal and dry bone in front 
of the youngsters. Keep the water 
in a cool container and the feeds 
mentioned in a hopper. 
Plenty of Exercise Good. 
When the chicks cannot have a 
general range care should he taken 
that they be kept on the move and 
have plenty of exercise. This is 
just as important for young chicks 
as for the older birds. 
Don’t al­ 
low the baby chicks to run with 
the old fowls. 
It is advisable to 
separate the different 
hatches if 
they a!ч* of different age. Furnish 
plenty of shade in hot weather. 
Swat the Lice. 
Don’t overlook the lice. These 
parasites are one of the greatest 
obstieles to raising chicks and will 
kill the bird if not fought at every 
turn. Don’t lose the little chicks 
you 'hatch just because the lice are 
thick. Study tin* methods of these 
insects for it will repay you many 
times over. 
Also don’t overlook 
the head lice that bore into tlie| 
head of the baby chicks, sucking; p op 
awav their vitality and causing ' — — 
death in a very short time. 
White Diarrhea Dangerous. 
White diarrhea is also a dread­ 
ed chick disease and at tin* first 
symptom of it, prompt treatment 
should be given the affected chicks 
and preventive 
measures 
taken 
with the rest, as this disease fre­ 
quently sweeps off tin* entire hatch 
when not pro peri у fought.
